Priest, War Patriot, 
Outlives His Death 
Sentence 13 Years 


Paris—At Tourcoing there has 
just died at the age of 75 years 
Msgr. Jean-Baptiste Leclereq, hon- 
orary archpriest of Roubaix-Tour- 
coing, famed for his heroic conduct 
during the World War. 


At the time of the war Msgr. Le- 
clereq was pastor-dean of the 
Church of St. Christopher at Tour- 
coing. From his pulpit he dared to 
warn his people not to deliver into 
the hands of the enemy copper ob- 
jects that could be used in the man- 
ufacture of death-dealing bullets. 
Brought before a council of war, he 
was condemned to death. His sen- 
| tence was commuted to forced la- 
_| ber for life. He was ih a German 
‘| Prison camp for 17 months and 
was liberated only by the Armistice.

Rome—Father Mark Ho, Chinese 
priest of the Prefecture Apostolic 
of Puchi, Hupeh Province, whose 
death by strangulation at the hands 
of brigands is announced in a 
cable from Shanghai, becomes the 
thirtieth .known victom of China's 
junrest in the last seven years. The 
list includes eight Belgians, seven 
Italians, five Chinese, three Ameri- 
cans, three Frenchmen, two Ger- 
mans, one Spaniard and one Irish.

Mexico City—His Expellencry the 
Most Rev. Leopoldo Ruiz y Flores, 
Archbishop of Morelia, played a 
highly important part In the nego- 
tiations preceding the June, 1929, 
agreement between the Catholigg 
Church and the Government of Mexi- 
co, whereby the Church received 


‘recognition and the places of wor- 
ship were reopened, 


Thereafter, he 
was entrusted by the Holy See with 
the difficult and very responsible post 
of Apostolic Delegate. 

Moreover, Archbishop Ruiz y 
Flores is everywhere recognized as 
a deep student of “Mexican affairs— 
a man of exceptional learning, and 
one ardently devoted to his Church 


‘as he is to his country. 


Accordingly, this writer went to 
him as a person remarkably well 


fitted to give information on the 


present situation of the Church in 
Mexico and on the possibilities for 
the future, 

In the Interview which he accord. 
ed me, I asked him several questions, 
the answers to which I believed 
would present the Church's position 
in Mexico today clearly. He grac- 
iously replied to all my queries, I 
present herewith the questions and 
the answers I received: 

Queries Regarding Peace 

On what points were the pre 
liminaries to the peace established? 
Were the rights of the Church safe 
guarded therein” 

“The points which served as the 
basis for the preliminaries of the 
agreement, or “modus vivendi” were 
the following: (1) Recognition of the 
existence of the Church and of its 
right to those liberties indispensable 


‘for it to live in conformity with its 


own nature; (2) Recognition of the; 
Hierarchy, the Government promis- 
ing to inscribe on its registers only 
the priests named by the Bishops; 
(3) The promise of applying or if- 
terpreting the laws only in a spirit 
of coneord and without sectarianism; 
(4) Recognition of the right to seek 
amendment of the laws.
